Tame Cats Become Wild. 

An interesting study of animal na- 
ture is found m and coon 
hunters of this city in the 1000 or more 
acres of dense timber on the Marma- 
ton River bottoms, west of town. It is 
found that many once tame house cats 
are now inhabiting timber as wild and 
more ferocious fighters when treed 
than other species of animals 
which hunters are apt to encounter in 
these woods.

the land is controlled by the Board of | 
Supervisors of Los Angeles county.

When Sir Edward Chichester Pre- 
vented the German Admiral from 
Precipitating War With the United 
States. 


[Baltimore American.] Could the se- 


cret archives of the chancelleries of 


the world’s capitals be searched by 
historians mankind would be aston- 
ished by the number of conflicts be- 
tween nations which have been avert- 
ed by the tactful conduct of a single 
man. 

Sometianes the individual in whose 
discretion was committed by Provi- 
dence the fate of thousands of his fel- 
low-men has been a citizen of one of 
the countries which might have been 
meee in hostilities. Sometimes the 
averting act has been performed by a 
man who owed allegiance to a sor- 
ereign altogether unconcerned with the 
controversy which brought about the 
delicate situation. 

Such a man was Sir Edward cm- 
chester, Rear-Admiral of the British 
navy, stationed in Eastern waters at 
the time of the late unpleasantness 
between the United States and Spain. 
His death occurred last week at 
Gibraltar, and makes timely a review 


of the Spanish-American 
episode overshadowed by the accounts 
of the remarkable victory that pre- 
ceded it, and one to which compurs- 
tively - Mile publicity was given for 
reasons of state. 

In the summer of 1898 the United 
States was on the verge of war with 
Germany, and Chichester was the man 
who held in leash one of the war lord's 
officers, eager to precipitate a quar- 
rel with Admiral Dewey. This Ger- 
man officer was Admiral von Died- 
richs. He was in the neighborhood of 
Manila with a squadron of German 
vessels, and not at all inclined to ob- 
serve the blockade that Dewey had 
established against the Oriental port. 
Even before Dewey left Hongkong he

THE BRITISH LINED UP. 
| What did the activity of the British 
lors mean? it was known that they

Von Diedriche recovered from his fit 
of temporary insanity and  desisted 
his folly. 

Later, all three of the naval offi- 
cers concerned in this episode were 
promoted. It is unnecessary to dwell 
on the cause of Dewey's motion. 
It ts highly probable that his conduct 
at Mantia had much to do with the 
faet that Chichester died a rear-ad- 
miral, Whether von Diedrichs won 
approbation by reason of hie conduct 
is not vouchsafed, but when the Ger- 
man was elevated to the post of chief 
of the naval general staff Dewey wrote 
him a letter of congratulation. Noth-

of courtesies between the two men. 
SIMILAR INCIDENTS FREQUENT. 

American history is filled with incl- 
dents in which peace and war hung in 
the balance and in which the issue was 
with peace by the proverbial hair's 
breadth. 

A notable incident of this kind oc- 
curred during the Civil War. The gov- 
ernment at Washington came perilous- 
ly near being involved in hostilities 
with England as well as with the 
forces of the South. England's sympa- 
thies were with the Confederacy, but 
England observed an attitude of neu- 
trality. In 1861 Jefferson Davie sent 
James M. Mason and John Slidell to 
Furope to endeavor to obtain aid for 
the Southern cause. They ran the 
blockade established by the Union navy 
ami succeeded in embarking on the 
British mall steamship Trent at Ha- 
vana. Capt. Wilkes, in command of 
the United States sloop-of-war San Ja- 
cinto, lay in wait for the Trent and 
forced her to stop. He seized the 
Southern commissioners and carried 
them to a fort near Poston. The See- 
retary of the Navy officially congratu- 
lated Capt. Wilkes, and the House of 
Representatives requested the Presi- 
dent to present him with a gold medal. 
The President, however, did not share 
in the view that congratulations were

With his characteristic common 
sense and adeptness at epigrammatic 
utterances, Abraham Lincoln remarked 
that he feared that this country had 
caught simply a couple of “white ele- 
phants.”

ENGLAND'S PROTEST VIGOROUS 
England did send a vigorous protest. 
The government demanded the surren- 
der of the commissioners and a proper 
apology for the affrent to the British 
flag. It hurried troops to Canada with 
regimental bands plaging “Dixie.” 

In the correspondefice that ensued 
Secretary Seward said that he was 
happy to find that England now con- 
demned the right of search hitherto so 
steutly maintained by her. He con- 
gratulated England for having become 
a convert to American principle. He 
closed by saying that, since the British 
nation now asked us to do just what 
we had insisted that all nations ought 
to do, we could not consistently refuse 
to give up Mason and Slidell. The inci- 
dent was closed, but the outlook was 
not very propitious while it remained 
in controversy 
| An officer of the navy who afterward 
| became a rear admiral was lieutenant 
on the San Jacinto at the time of the 
Mason and Slidell incident, and per- 
sonally arrested the two commission- 
ers. He was Donald McNamara Fair- 
fax, who died several years ago at his 
home in Hagerstown, this State. It is 
said that he conducted himself with 
remarkable suavity on the occasion, 
and that his politeness did much to al- 
lay the bitter feeling.

deed, check, bond or legal instrument, 
bore an internal revenue stamp. Bank- 
ers, brokers, stationers, druggists and 
even saloonkeepers kept a supply of 
revenue stamps on sale, and merchants 
had them in sheets ready to be affixed 
to receipts if even for the most trifing 
amounts. 

Every bank and merchant, and prac- 
tically every storekeeper then sub- 
scribed to some publication which 
gave a weekly list of new counterfeit 
bank notes; and these publications, 
owing to the then imperfect methods 
of engraving and registration, were 
usually many pages in extent. 

Songs of the war, printed on 
sheets of music, were strung al 
park fences and sold at a penny apiece, | 
the dealer being generally a wounded 
soldier of the Civil War, Iincapa- 
citated for work. Small change was 
mostly of paper in denominations of 
J. 6, 10, 256 and 560 cents. For a time a 
15-cent bill was circulated, but it was 
soon withdrawn Nickel 3-cent pieces, 
as substitutes for silver S-cent pieces, 
were also in circulation, though the 
silver 3-cent piece, or “scally,” was 
not rare.

FROM POVERTY TO RICHES. 


A Railroad Fireman invents a Ne- 
 wersible Rotary Steam Turbine 
Engine. 

A few days ago it was announced 
that James Devlin of Escanaba, Mich., 
a fireman on the Northwestern Rail- 
road. had become a millionaire through 
the invention of a reversible rotary 
turbine engine, which he bad 
sold to three of the British steamship 


panies. 
The invention of Devin makes the 


rotary engine reversible, which is the 
end for which inventors have been 
striving for years. 


The change in the new invention 
former patents made on the en- 
gine is in the method of applying 
steam by means of alternating cut-off 
valves, 

He is one of the most peculiar char- 
acters Escanaba bas ever boasted. He 
is of an extremely retiring disposition, 
with no close friends, and but little 
is known of his life before he came to 
Escanaba t years ago to become a 
fireman on Northwestern Railroad. 
He hoarded his savings in order that 
he might purchase material for work- 
ing models, and many times denied 
himself the necessaries of life in order 
that he might carry out his ambitions 
to perfect his engine. On one occasion 
nearly two years ago, after giving a 
successful demonstration of the model 
in Appleton, Wis., Devlin learned that 
an attempt was being made to steal 
his idea, and although the invention 
was not then brought to its present 
state of completion, he blew it up 
with a stick of dynamite and burned 
all the drawings that he had

year, when he began the construction 
of a final model, he burned all draw- 
ings prepared by him and carried the

while we have this ever-increasing de- 
mand to meet, the end of the world's 
fron ore resources is actually in sighv 
en American iron ore may be et- 
hausted in thirty years. The cream of 
the great lake deposits has been 
skimmed. Some authorities put the 
total American workable deposits as 
low as 1.100,000,000 tons. As she is

It is 
already produced on a2 commercial 
scale, and some day we shall learn 
how to separate the metal cheaply. 
When that is done, iron will no longer 
be needed, even if iron be avatilable. 
for aluminum has all its good points, 
mud none of its bad ones. Aluminum 
is exceedingly light, its specific grav- 
ity being only 26, against iron’s 7.8. 


Yet its strength is great. and it does 


not readily corrode. The man who 
discovers the secret of cheap aluminum 
will earn the gratitude of the world. 
It may be added that he will not re- 
ceive it. 

Glass from Quartz Rock. 

In the Allegheny Mountains there are 
cliffs composed of almost solid quartz 
rock. These cliffs were considered prac- 
tically worthiess until it was discov- 
ered that glass could be made—and 
very oheaply—-from quartz rock. 

It has been known for years that 
coftins, tombstones, brécks, tilings and 
eimUar articles could be made of giass. 
Nearly ten years ago experiments 
showed that railroad tles which were 
nimost indestructible could be manu- 
factured from glass. 

Now that a process has been discov- 
ered for utilizing these cliffs, it is 
cletmed that glass manufacturers 
will be able to extend their field of op- 
erations. There are even some enthusi- 
asts who predict that the time will 
come when people will ifve in houses 
mace of glass bricks, walk on floors 
made of glass tilings, sit in glass 
chairs, sleep in glass beds and be buried 
In glass coffins.

it will cost probably $50,000,000 before 
completed. The entnre present sew- 
age system of the city will have to 
be remodeled and separate sewers 
bulit all over the city to take care 
of the storm waters, separate from 
the sewage, so it is estimated that 
approximately 700 miles of sewers 
ind drains will have to be constructed. 
This does not include the house con- 
nections to be carried to the property 
line, which will add 100 per cent. to 
the above estimated length. 

At the present time the city of Bal- 
timore is closely bullt up. with heavy 
grades; is pierced by two railroad tun- 
nels, with two streams dividing the 
city, which at times grow into raging 
torrents, and with low-lying land 
around the river front. Of the great 
work Chief Engineer Hendrick says: 

The pumping station will require, to 
begin with, three  27,500,000-gallon 
plunger pumps, with additional pumps 
to be added later. The sewage will 
have to be lifted through iron force 
maine to a height of over sixty feet 
(the friction in the force mains mak- 
ing it equivalent to seventy-two feet, 
in order to put it into the outfal 
sewer, to flow or float to the point at 
which it will be rained onto the filter 
beds 


On reaching Rack River the sew- 
age will first be deposited in huge 
septic tanks with a capacity of 28.000. 
% gallons, where it will remain for 
six or eight hours, depositing 
therein much of its suspended matter 
as sludge, which gradually is reduced 
in quantity and made inoffensive by 
bacteria] action. and finally is dis- 
charged on —— lands. The ef- 
fluent from the septic tanks, which is 
a partially clarified liquid, flows to 
the s0- ed “sprinkling filters.” The 
filters are composed of beds of smal! 
broken stone about nine feet deep, 
and cover an area of thirty acres. v 
sewage is discharged upon these M- 
ters in the form of spray from a num- 
ber of nozzies placed about fifteen 
feet apart at their surface. The sew- 
Alters or trickles through the beds, 
a thin film or liquid surrounding each 
stone, and issues below, freed from its 
prtrescent matter. 

This effluent then enters the settling 
basins, which have a capacity of 
11,000,000 gallons, where it remains 
about three hours, and deposits the 
filme of matter detached from the 
sprinkling filters. 

The removal of the bacteria by the 
septic tanks, pprinkling filters and 
settling basins is about 95 per cent. of 
the number contained in the original 
sewage. 

The final process of purification is se-

WOOD HARDENING PROCESS. 


A Vuleanizing Scheme That Will Make 


Porous Wood Available for 
Railroad Ties. 


Capt. D. G. Purse, former president 
of the Savannah (Ga.) Board of Trade 
and one of the most conservative 
business men of that city, says that 
a new process for vulcanizing wood 
has been discovered and will very 
soon bé made public by a demonstra- 
tion at New York. The process will 
be of great interest to lumbermen 
over the entire country, eas well as 
raliroad and street railway men, car 
manufacturers, manufacturers of ag- 
ricultural implements, barrel and 
stave manufacturers, and, in fact, al! 
others interested in the preservation 
of wood. 

Capt. Purse, who is heart and 
soul in the project, in speaking of the 


method of wood vulcanizing, said that 


the process had passed through the 
experimental stage and that the re- 
sults attained were simply astonish- 
ing. “At a cost of five cents,” sald 
he, a railroad tie with an average 
life of four years at the most could 
be treated and the average life ex- 
tended to from fifteen to twenty years. 
A revolution of the lumber industry 


“lof the South is evident, since through 
wood 


the process of vulcanizing the 
product of the swamp lands, tupela. 
black gum, cypress and other soft 
woods can be converted into material 
fully as good as the hard woods now 
in use in many industries, and it will 
also bring short leaf or biack pine 
back Into popular confidence.” 

Capt. Purse is positive in his state- 
ment that through this process the 
scarcity of timber will be solved, and 
he is authority for the claim that 
swamp timber land will rapidly en- 
hance in values. In fact, he said yes- 
terday that the South would soon 


awake to the fact that the timber of 


the swamps, which is now considered 


almost valueless, can become almost 
worth its weight in gold. 


Capt. Purse said further that there 


are annually over 100,000,000 cross- 
tles used by the railroads of the coun- 


try. with an average life of four 
years. By the new process, in which 
“loblolly” pine can be utilized, the 
life of the tie can be extended t- 


teen to twenty years, at an annual 
saving of millions of dollars.

ASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Within a few months 
Uncle Sam will have 2500 Chinese coolies work- 
ing on the Panama Canal. 
brought across the ocean by contract and will be subject 
to rigid medical inspection before leaving China for 
Panama. While at Panama their health will be care- 


fully watched, their sanitary conditions will be better 
than at home, and the probability is that they will solve 
the labor problem there. Chinese coolies were imported 
during the building of the Panama Railroad, but no re- 


gard was paid to their health, and in the malarious con- 


ditions which then prevailed they died by hundreds. At 
one time an epidemic of suicide broke out among them, 
and so many killed themselves at one place along the 


road that the station there got the name of Matachin, 


which means “dead Chinaman.” It has that name to 


this day.

Choosing Coolies for Panama. 

Our coolies will be secured after the same method 
that the British used to get coolies for South Africa. 
The South African Chinese were gathered by the Eng- 
lish mercantile firms in China, who received certain 
sums for every sound, healthy coolie delivered at the 
port of embarkation. We shall have to make arrange- | 
ments with the government at Peking, and our coolies 
will be carefully examined by doctors again and again 
before they are shipped. Their first examination will be 
made by the American medical missionary nearest home, 
and the others by the doctors at the ports. Barracks 
will probably be built at the place of embarkation to 
store the coolies until the ships are ready to take them, | 
and the men will be gone over again and again by the 
doctors.’ Their eyesight and hearing will be inspected 
and a rigid physical examination made. Before the lat- 
ter, each coolie will be thoroughly scrubbed with soap 
and warm water, and after the examination he will be | 
vaccinated, photographed and tagged with a card cor- | 
responding to his letter of identification. Before he 
signs a contract he will be made to understand just what | 
that contract is, and that he signs it only of his own 
volition. In this he will be protected by the Chinese | 
government officials, who will ask him all sorts of ques-

“Now if there is any coolle here who regrets having 
come, let him step to the front. Any man who does not 


wish to go to Panama is still at perfect liberty to go | 
home, if he so chooses, and there will be no punishment 


for him and no money to pay for having changed his 


mind. The only requirement is that he leave this port 


within twenty-four hours.” 


At the final inspection each Chinese will receive a 
lead disk stamped with the number of his identification 
card and contract. This he will carry with him to Pan- 
ama, and it will be probably used by him from day to 
day in collecting his wages. Before he goes on board 


ship, however, he will have to pass a final medical exam- 
ination. For this several hundred coolies will be 


brought into a large hall at a time, and each must then | 


be clad only in a piece of string and his paper tag. The 
men will be taken one by one into an adjoining room 
to be examined by the doctors and by Chinese clerks, | 
who will see whether their physical appearance corre- 
sponds with their identification tags. If they are found 
correct the men will pass on into a third room, where 
there is a tank of warm water in which he must wash 
off the last dust of China from his body. He will then 
go on into a dressing-room to put on new, clean clothes 

and perhaps a uniform furnished by the contractors of 

the Panama Canal. It is here that the coolle changes | 
his paper tag for a lead disk, and here he gets his first | 
payment of a month's wages, perhaps in advance, 80 
that he may settle his last bills in China before saying 
good-by to his damily and goig on board.

His MISSION TO THE WARLIKE Wa- - 
TAITA IN EAST AFRICA. 
By William Edgar Geil, F.R.G.S. 
N my journey across the Dark Continent l came 
upon, in British East Africa, a very remarkable man, 
Maynard the Lion Hunter. His work among the vio- 
lent and unconquered Wataita has been marvelously 
successful, as a memorable Sunday I spent with him in

Religiously the Wataita people believe in Miungu, a 
supreme being about whom they have a very vague idea.

There 
are certain indications that ancestral worship exists 
among them. They also believe in charms as granting 
immunity from dangers, and have a superstitious dread 
of eating or even touching the meat of certain animals. 
Some Protestant missionaries, men and women, are 
working among them, as are some Catholic priests.

One of the congregation stopped to show me a jigger he 
had taken out of his foot. Indeed, this was a feature of 
the congregation; between prayers jiggers were re- 
moved with clumsy knives whetted to a sharp point. 

Thirty minutes later, still they come in long lines 
down the mountain paths, up from the valleys, climbing 
the steep, precipitous sides of the mountain on which 
the mission stands. Here come the wildest of the high- 
landers, They have descended from 6000 feet, above 
the sea. They carry swords, bows and arrows, knives, 
and curious little pouches containing snuff, which they 
place between the lips and teeth. These wild men hang 
their skin foodsacks on the limbs of trees, and one of 
them stops carefully to examine the preacher’s three 
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garments and wearing a tarboosh. There comes a man 
with a chunk of wood an inch in width and four inches 
long in each of his ears. 

The service is about to begin, and still they come in 
long strings up and down precipitous inclines fit only 
for goats and mountaineers. Many are heavily armed, 
but all are well-behaved. Women with shaved heads 
and men with hair done up in 500 little knots, and oth- 
ers with their hair daubed-with red clay and oil.

American rule this condition is rather in favor of San- 
tiago than otherwise. To say that a city is character- 
istically Brazilian, or Argentine, or Colombian, will, if 
you are believed, be responsible for conjuring up some 
very unpleasant pictures in the imagination of one who 
knows those countries. This is not true of Chile, the 
people of which country stand out quite alone in South 
America as hewing most closely to that line of precept 
and example laid down as the standard of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. 


Santiago was founded early in the sixteenth century 
by that dashing swashbuckler, Pedro de Valdivia, a 
character familiar to those who know tts Con- 
quest of Peru.” It is amusing to read in the early bis- 
tory of the manner in which Valdivia came riding up the 
valley of the Mapocho with an image of the sainted Vir- 
gin of the Succors on the horn of his saddle and the 
somewhat less saintly Dofia Inez de Suarez, his lady love, 
on the crupper. Back among the cavalcade he had two 
or three more images of the Virgin of Succors, and 
back in Peru and Spain he aad two or three other lady 
loves. One of the latter, in fact, was his wife. 


As soon as Valdivia got Santiago founded he built 
a hermitage for his images of the Virgins of the Suc- 
cors and a convent for the (air Dofia Inez. The images 
gave him little trouble, but, although carefully guarded, 
Dofia Inez eloped on two separate occasions with two 
equally distinct captains of the guard. On each occasion 
she was retrieved and it is recorded that she lived to 
a green old age in which “her pious devotion became 
as remarkable as the record of her youthful exploits.” 
Strange, isn’t it, how many people confine their really 
serious pursuit of réligion to the two extremities of 
childhood and old age? And what a strange anomaly 
it is that feet that toddle and knees that totter usually 
bear their owners down the straightest paths. 

Military considerations were paramount in determin- 
ing the site of the original city of Santiago, the chief 
of these being the ease with which a high hill, 
as abruptly from the plain as an island from 
could be defended from the attacks of the 
This hill is the present Cerro de Santa Lucia. 
the most unique and beautiful parks possessed 
city in the world. The Indian name for this hill was 
a word meaning “distress,” which, as the aboriginal 
inhabitants of Northern Chile were very weak and 
lazy, may be due to the feeling engendered in them by 
climbing it. Now the ascent may be made on a minia- 
ture railway or by cab, while if mounted on foot, tired 
bones may be rested against smooth-backed benches at 
an average of every ten paces. No wonder our modern 
nomenclature is less fanciful than that of the Indians; 
we have less to stir our imagination. : 


The beatltification of Santa Lucia was conceived by 
a master mind and I believe the credit is almost entirely 
due to the brilliant and kindly Benjamin Vicufia Mac- 
kenna, a Chilean historian and patriot of the last gen- 
eration. Contrary to the usual system of parking, na- 
ture has been assisted rather than restrained, and the 
walks, drives and buildings have done little to mar the 
rugged beauty of the original hill. There is scarcely a 
point upon the whole hill where a dozen steps in one 
direction will not lead you into a grotto or down a 
“blind” pathway where you have to feel your way with 
your hands, and where half a dozen steps in another 
direction will not place you where the heliographic 
flashes from a snowy peak a hundred miles away make 
you blink and shake your head like a suddenly-awakened 
Owl. . 

Being a park of the people, Santa Lucia must neces- 
sarily cater to all sorts and conditions, and most nobly 
does it dulfill its destiny. If you are sentimental you can 
dream in a cool bower among the fronded ferns, while 
i your dream comes true, and you are loved and lov- 
ing, you can find fitting environment in the little stone 
seat at the end of one of the leafy pathways. If you 
are esthetic you wil) ask for no more than to gaze at 
the periphery of snowy peaks that rim the valley; 
if sordid, take out a paper and penci) and figure up the 
rents in the four blocks that abut the P de Armas; 
vou are religious, pace about the old shrine on the 
summit, where, if you are penitent, may be found sev- 
eral square yards of most beautifully sharp little stones 
to mortify the soul via the knees. 


If you are romantic, turn your fancy loose before the 
statue of Pedro de Valdivia: if melancholy, pause and 
ponder at the spot where lie buried all the foreigners 
who died in Santiago from 1820 to 1872, the “Expatriados 
del cielo y de la tierra.” | 

Santiago is one of the most beautifully located capi- 
tals in the world. A soulful countrywoman of ours from 
Philadelphia, who has written prettily and appreciative- 
ly of Chile, calls it the “Andean city of the snow-white 
crown,” and goes on to gay that: “Like a queen in the 
giant castle that nature has given her, with walls of the 
imperishable granite of the Cordilleras, and towers 
reaching to the skies, she seems created for the homage 
of those who gaze upon her.

Americans in Cuba. 


TWENTY-NINE COLONIES FOUNDED 
SINCE CLOSE OF THE WAR. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE Americanization of Cuba has gone on so 
quietly and yet so rapidly that it was not until 
the present internal difficulties arose that most 
persons came to realize the size of the American stake 


in the island republic. From a financial point of view, | 
it may be said that our interests in Cuba are almost 


as great as those of the Cubans themselves. American 


trade, American financial interests, the American mon- 


etary system, American machinery and American en- 
terprise are all to the fore in Cuba, and it is for this 
reason that most of those damiliar with actual con- 
ditions in Cuba believe that the ultimate acquisition of 
the island by the United States is inevitable. 

When the war with Spain ended, Cuba was a com- 
mercial, industrial, financial and political wreck. The 
output of sugar, her chief crop and the most important 
index of her prosperity, had fallen from 1,004,000 tons 
in 1895 to the insignificant proportions of 212,051 tons 
in 1897; while tobacco, the next most important crop, 
which had reached a value of 11.727.000 in 1893, dropped 
to $4,277,000 in the same two years. Two months ago, 
when the leaders of the Cuban Liberal party were ar- 
rested at the instigation ot President Palma. the island 
had reached a state of prosperity never before known 
in its history, while immigration and capital were set- 
ting to its shores in a strong and ever-increasing tide. 
By 1905 the sugar crop had reached 1,200,000 tons, the 
largest proportions ever known, valued in its raw state 
at about $75,000,000; while the production of tobaco 


had reached a value of $26,758,000—more than double | 


that of the record year 1893.

the Spanish Bank of Cuba, an agency of the Bank of 

Spain in Madrid, which had headquarters in Havana 

and branches in all the larger cities, had also the ex- 

clusive right to issue public notes, and was collecting 
agent for the Spanish government for all internal rev- 

enue, for which service it received a commission of 5 
per cent. on all bills presented, whether coliection was 
accomplished or not. Spanish gold was the basis of 
all transactions except in retail business and the pay- 
ment of wages, in which Spanish silver was used. The 
familiar use of checks and pass boaks was unknown, 
and checks dor amounts of less than $50 could not be 
drawn. 


The Trust Company of America, a New York banking 
institution, was appointed fiscal agent of the United 
States government, and immediately set about a reform. 
Gold was made the standard of value, and several mil- 
lions in Spanish coin were sent to the United States 
| for recolnage or to be exchanged for American money. 
The banking system was so thoroughly and successfully 
revised and brought up to date that nearly $5,000,000 
of American capital has since found investment in the 
island in banking enterprises, and the amount is steadily 
increasing. Within the past few months, New York in- 
terests have organized the Banco de la Havana, with a 
capitalization of $5,000,000. One-fourth of the amount 
| has already been paid in by American investors, and 
the remaining three-fourths are Cuban, French and 
English, but the control is entirely from New York.

| Cuba's prosperity were the work of repaving Havana's 

streets, the work of sanitation to which Col. George E. 

Waring sacrificed his life, and the eradication of yellow 
fever from the city of Havana, where, for a century

ried resources. About the same size as John Bull’s tight 
little island, somewhat smaller than the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and with only a small proportion of land un- 
der cultivation, Cuba has within this limited area a 
natural monopoly of the best tobacco in the world: the 
greatest sugar supply, produced from not more than 
400,000 acres of land; coffee of the highest grade: an in- 
finite variety of fruits and vegetables, unexcelled pasture 
lands, an abundant supply of valuable timbers, and a 
wealth of mineral resources. 

There is scarcely an enterprise or industry in Cuba 
today in which American capital is not heavily inter- 
ested, if not in actual control. In fact, many of the 
enterprises in which foreign capital has the largest share 
are controlled in New York. In many of these Cana- 
Maus are interested heavily, and herein England sees 
a line of cleavage which may widen to a gult between 
her and her once important possession in North Amer- 
ica. 

In the three great agricultural industries of Cuba, 
sugar, tobacco, and cattle lands and cattle, there are 
said to be nearly or quite $100,000,000 of American 
capital invested. A single tobacco estate in the famous 
Vuelto Abajo district of Pinar del Rio embraces 225,000 
acres under the control of Americans, and in the east- 
ern end of the island the Chaparra Sugar Company, 
another American corporation, controls a sugar estate 
of almost equal extent. The thirty American sugar 
plantations in the island are capable of producing one- 
third of the total output of the republic. There are also 
hundreds of Americans who have gone into Cuba as fruit 
and cocoanut farmers. Nothing like a satisfactory es- 
timate of the value of these small holdings can be ob- 
tained, but they are believed to very nearly or quite 
equal in the aggregate the larger individual investments 
in the railroad, tobacco and sugar corporations. 

American capital controls absolutely the electric trac- 
tion of the island, the telephone and telegraph service, 
practically all of the railroads in the eastern half of 
Cuba, about half of the tobacco industry, and a quarter 
of the sugar output, besides having something over 
$10,000,000 invested in real estate and unimproved lands, 
with a total holding of over 4,000,000 acres. Twenty- 
nine American colonies have been established in Cuba 
since the close of the war. In the extreme western prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio there are eight of these colonies;

The entire eastern end of Cuba is controlled indus- 
trially by Americans, but it is in Havana that the re- 
sults of American influence are most immediately and 
conspicuously apparent to the casual tourist, and it was 
in Havana, naturally, that these influences were first 
felt. First and most important among them was the 
reform in the financial and currency systems of the 
country, which made it possible for foreign capital 
to find a safe and profitable investment there. When 
the American occupation began, the currency of the 
island, in addition to some $20,000,000 in Spanish paper, 
only very inadequately secured by deposits of silver, 
consisted of Spanish, American and Mexican coins, 


When that was accomplished, 
Havana, already the Paris of America, the gayest and 
most quaintly beautiful of Spanish-American cities, took

THE SOCIABLE SIWASHES. 

Once a mightier village, the population of Fort Rupert 
at present consists od some twenty or more families of 
the tribe of Indians known as the Fort Ruperts. They 
are a short, squat, stockily built people, of an olive col- 
or and features indicating their supposed Mongolian or- 
igin. Dressed in Japanese clothing the disguise would 
be complete. As it is, they mostly affect the white | 
man’s clothes, though in many cases in an abbreviated 
form; for instance, a gaudy pair of drawers quite often 
suffices a man dor the trousers which seem 80 essen- 
tial to us, while some of the older people still cling to 
the blanket as their sole apparel. 


A diet consisting mainly of fish is varied by venison 
in the families of the more energetic, who care to hunt 
for the countless deer that abound in the wilderness of 
woods on all hands. And yet more fortunate is the oc- 
casional damily which possesses a hunter of sufficient 
prowess to fetch home a fat wapiti (elk) from the moun- 
tain fastnesses of the interior. 

The family home is an unique affair of roughly split 
slabs and slats, spread over a massive framework of 
huge fir trees, felled nearby, and as a rule strangely 
carved and wrought after the dashion of the family to- 
tem-pole, which guards the only opening in the house, 
a small, rude doorway, always facing the beach. The 
structure thus formed is an oblong building of propor- 
tions suggesting & meeting-house rather than the shel- 
ter of a single family. Mother Earth furnishes the mo- 
saic dor the floor, in the center of which the fire, which 
serves at once for cooking and heating, is kindled. A 
hole in the roof relieves in a measure the atmosphere 
of smoke, and lets in the only daylight they enjoy in- 
doors. Suspended from the huge rafters overhead bang 
hundreds of fish, sun-cured in part, receiving their final 
curing in the dense smoke near the roof. They ure hos- 
pitable people, these Siwashes, and benches for the seat- 
ing of the guests at their potlatches, or feasts, run 
round the four walls of every home; in fact, the houses 
are built rather for feast purposes than to meet the 
mere requirements of a dwelling. At these potlatches 
there often gather within a single house the entire pop- 
ulation of several villages, so the buildings must needs 
be large — [D. W. and A. S. Iddings, in October Recre-

From Variety to “Legitimate.” 

The very controversy over her birthplace may well be 
held in evidence of Bernhardt’s greatness. There is a 
legend that she first saw the light in a little hamlet on 
the banks of the Oder, that her parents were Germans, 
and that her father was a horse dealer. The more ac- 
cepted story tells of Paris as her native town, of a Havre 
lawyer as her father, and of a remarkably pretty daugh- 
ter of Amsterdam as her mother. This “Mere Julie“ 
seems to have been a modiste, with a little shop situ- 
ated in the Rue de la Michodiere, though when, at 23, 
she married M. Bernhardt, the young couple set up their 
housekeeping at No. 5 Rue de |'Ecole de Medicine, where 
“Rosine” was born sixty-one years ago today. Rosine 
surely was the girl's christened name, nor is it clear just 
when the Sara was substituted: perhaps in her earlier 
years, during one of those frequent visits to the grand- 
father in Amsterdam, or, perhaps, during the school- 
days at the Convent of Grand Champs, near Versailles. 
Then came the Conservatoire, and then the stage. 


The Parisian footlights first displayed her to the 
theater-going world in the little “Haut Monde,” a vaude- 
ville house, where she had a mere song and dance. 
Think of it' And none to recognize her latent art till 
along came Col. Horace Rublee, then American Minister 
at Brussels. It was he who first was impressed by the 
young woman's subtle grace and that marvelous voice, 
of which no less an authority than Sada Yacco has writ-

It is sure that for 
some time past the actress has been condemning, in pri- 
vate conversation, the folly of the player who clings to 
the stage with quivering and enfeebled hands, and can- 
not see that a new generation of playgoers demand 
something more than a great name, won chiefly while 
they were still in their cradles. It is a continually 
haunting fear with Mme. Bernhardt lest she might one 
day hear herseW spoken of as “a woman who used to be 
a really great actress.” 

On the other hand, it comes upon the very best au- 
thority that she has advised Madam Patti never to retire 
while she can sing at all, in very spite of any such thing 
as mere age, adding, “Providing I am able to act, I mean 
to retire not a moment before I am 70.“ 

It is à safe guess that the actress will never look that 
age, even when she has reached and passed it. Not since 
the day of Madame Recamier has a woman in the public 
eye so marvelcuely maintained her youthful look. The 
lady herself declares the only secret about it lies in the 
frequent use of sour milk as an article of diet, with work 
ana massage added.

Then, what delight@ul subjects of gossip 
they furnish; and how many reputations have been 
spared when house plants were at hand, and their vari- 
ous merits, their growth, and means of culture to be dis- 
cussed. How they grow into the affections, too, as we 
watch their green sheaths pierce the rich brown mould, 
and leaves and blossoms expanding into loveliness. 

It is an unquestionable fact that the cultivation and 
care of a garden instills love of nature and has an up- 
lifting and ennobling influence on mankind. Go where 
you will you meet with the best reception In every way 
at such places, where the greatest love is manifest for 
the beauties of nature. When the traveler comes upon a 
home where there is a roomy, well-planned, well-kept 
garden, he at once feels a desire to know the inmates 
personally, for he is certain to find there more or less 
generosity, intelligence and refinement. 

Cultivated flowers are evidences of high civilization; 
they are a sort of floral thermometer, indicating in 
some degree the intelligence and refinement of the peo- 
ple; and their indications are as significant as are the 
evidences afforded by architecture, painting, poetry, or 
any of the sciences.

Top Dressing Soils. 

If a palm or other plant like it does not absolutely 
need repotting, or the operation cannot be attended to 
for the present, then the plant ought to be top-dressed. 
Top-dressing simply means to put on the top of the pot 
some earth well-enriched with some kind of fertilizer 
| such as guano, granulated bone, or some commercial 
preparation. Well-rotted cow manure can be used pure, 
| but a little soil mixed with it gives it body. It is nec- 
‘essary to be very cautious with guano; a spoonful in a 
' quart of soll would be about enough, and then it is bet- 
ter to apply it on two different days rather than all at 

once. 
| Before applying this dressing, it is necessary to make 
room for it as much as possible by trying to remove the 
old soll on top of the ball, using a pointed stick to dis- 
lodge it, turning the pot on its side. 
hose you can turn a stream of water on it also to help 

the operation. The plant can be taken out of the pot 
also, and the stream turned on the ball to remove some 

of the soil. If the plant could be raised a little higher, 

say half an inch or more, that would give a chance for 

the dressing soll to get down all around and make a 

better job still. It is better to put only a part of the 
dressing on at first, and after some time add a little 
more.

8. The foregoing rules and regulations are also 
adopted and declared as ordinances. Any person vio- 
lating the same shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall on conviction thereof before a city magistrate be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $50 or in default of 
payment of such fine by imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days.

It was one of the Bennett name and lineage, of the 
Scotch line, but living in America, who sent Stanley in 
search of Livingstone. 

In 1630 there was the mercantile house of “Benet & 
Co.” established in Boston. 


Six years later William Adriaense, or Adrianesz, Ben- 
net came from Holland, and bought land on Long Island. 
It is down in the records that he was a Huguenot. 
Jacques Benoit was another Huguenot, who with his 
wife Sarah and son Jean fied from Poitou, France, and 
found a refuge in South Carolina. 

The son of Adriaense, first ancestor, was Adriaense or 
Arie (for short perhaps.) and he married Angenietje, 
daughter of Jan Tomasse Yan Dyck of New York. In 
1676 Adriaense was constable of New York, and deacon 
of the Reformed Church. He removed to New Jersey, 
where he bought a farm, and his son Abraham was one 
of the incorporators of New Brunswick when fits first 
charter was granted, December 30, 1730, just two weeks 
before New York was incorporated as a city by George 
II. For its charter the citizens of New Brunswick ren- 
dered annually to Great Britain one sheaf of wheat. 

For a study in names we must look at the list of 
Adriaense and .Angenietjes’ children. There were Jan 
Adriaense, Tryntje Adriaense, Jacob Adriaense, Isaac 
Adriaense and Marie Adriaense, and possibly a few more 
Adriaenses. 

It reminds us of the story of the fireman who said: 
“I like any color, provided it is red;“ the Bennetts of 
this branch, said “any name is good enough, so it has 
grandfather’s name tacked on to it.” 

The colonial Governor of Virginia, 1654, was Sir Rich- 
ard Bennett, a “roundhead,” who was appointed to act, 
with the EngMsh commissioners, in reconciling the col- 
ony to the administration of Cromwell. Gov. Bennett 
proved his metal upon many occasions, notably so when 
intercolonial hostilities raged. 

A tradition which has traveled down the ages anent 
one Samuel Bennett of Essex, Mass., living about the 
middle of the seventeenth century, is to the effect that 
he was presented at court for being a “common sleeper 
in church,“ and fined 2s. 6d. On July 15, 1644, he was 
wide awake, for he buys “ye new water mill,” a valu- 
able property.. Samuel may have been the son of Ed- 
ward, who with wife and four children came from Eng- 
land, 1636, settling at Weymouth. 

The family have always been a power in New Eng- 
land, occupying offices of trust and prominence. Capt.

There are 
marriage relations with the Lows, Dodges, Proctors, 
Fords, Richardsons Lewises and Peytons. 

Dr. David Bennett was brave enough to take a third 
wife in the person of Rebecca Balles, sister of Sir Wil- 
liam Phipps. of Boston. The doctor lived to be 100, 
which proves that he had the best of care, and while it 
is not every man who has the luck to get three wives,

Everybody wondered at 
the likeness of the man to John Wilkes Booth, and some 
‘| accused him of being that man. Finally, the clergy- 
man was accused of irregularities in his habits; and this 
started afresh the insinuations that he was not what he 
claimed to be. At last, in despair, he left the ministry, 
lived in private and died in obscurity. The doubt of his 
identity hung over him like a pall. On his deathbed, 
his last words were an earnest and tearful denial that 
he was John Wilkes Booth. 

There were many men in Richmond who had heard 
Booth on the stage, who also heard Dr. Armstrong in 
the pulpit, who declared that two men could not be 80 
much alike, in face, form, voice, gesture, everything— 
for the preacher was an orator of such dramatic man- 
ners that it would have been almost impossible for any 
man to have acquired them anywhere except upon the 
stage. Moreover, itt was remarked, that he was slightly 
lame, as John Wilkes Booth undoubtedly would have 
been after having sustained a serious injury when he 
jumped from the box to the stage, on the night of the 
commission of his awful crime. 


In 1865, and for a long time subsequently, there were 
grave doubts expressed by many people, as to whether 
or not Booth had really been killed; or, some one re- 
sembling him. Those doubts were expressed frequently 
in the public prints. When Rev. Dr. Armstrong ap- 
peared in Richmond, all of those rumors were revived. 
There was such a general dissemination of gossip and 
rumor that the preacher found himself to be in the cen- 
ter of a seething cauldron of mystery. When attempts 
were made to investigate his antecedents, he gave no 
assistance. 

It is known that he had a daughter whom he trained 
in elocution. She went upon the stage after the death 
of her father. It was generally believed that whatever 
may have been the secret of his former life, he confided 
it to his child, for she said that she alone knew her 
father, and that she only could he trust. 

The mysterious priest of the Monumental Church has 
gone to his grave, and there is no stone to mark his rest- 
ing place. Just before he left the ministry he had two 
photographs taken; one for his daughter, and the other 
for the church. And there, in that dark corner hidden 
by the surrounding shadows; as his lde was hidden by 
the shadows of a marvelous mystery; in the vestry-room 
of the Monumental Church, visitors gaze upon the fea- 
tures of John Wilkes Booth. Whoever he was, his was 
an unhappy life: his was a pathetic death.

Richmond Theater was regarded as the cradle of dra- 
matic art in America. 

On December 26, 1811, a performance was given in the 
Richmond Theater for the benefit of E. Placide, then 
one of the most popular actors on the American stage. 
This benefit was looked forward to as an event to be 
noteworthy in the social life of the Old Dominion. It 
was announced that the old English custom of present- 
ing pantomimes at Yuletide would be followed by the 
rendition of a new play, entitled “Raymond and Agnes; 
or, the Bleeding Nun.” It was further announced on 
the bills that it would be “the last performance of the 
season.” 

When the curtain went up, that evening, there was a 
grand throng in the Richmond Theater. The Governor 
of Virginia was there, with his official staff. There were 


the State; members of the bench and bar; family par- 
ties of husbands, wives, children, bevies of maidens, the 
most lovely of girls, and the most stately of matrons,

In the rear section reserved for them, were seated the 
negroes and the “poor whites.”

Gas and electricity were unknown, and the chandeliers 
of those days were made with lamps. At the beginning 
of the second act, a boy on the stage pulled up into the 
flies overhead a chandelier, one lamp in which was burn- 
ing. One of the strips of painted canvas was ignited. 
That was the beginning of the awful ending of that 
gay evening. 

When the little fame was first seen, there was a cry 
of “Firef{” and the people rushed for the single exit. 
One of the actors came forward and asanred the people 
that there was no danger, and that the fire would be 
put out without delay or difficulty. There whs a pause 
for a moment; but each moment the fames grew 
stronger. They crackled and roared. Wider and wider, 
larger and larger, the flery serpent grew. It devoured 
the tinsel coverings of the ceiling of the stage. Screen 
after screen went away in puffs of flame, each adding 
heat to heat, and doom to disaster. 

Within ten minutes—think of it!—within ten minutes 
the entire theater was a mass of fire. The tragedy was 
complete; and it was likewise speedy and overwhelm- 
ing. Thé tongues of flame swept from the stage into 
the audftorium, rushing after the struggling and suffer- 
ing people like animated demons from Inferno. It

Turn this inscription to the right and it reads down- 
ward vertically, as it appears on a Chinese letter. 


The five lines of the address occupy about one-fourth 
oa the length of the envelope, as the pen, or rather 
brush, makes a wide sweep. The interpreter reduces it 
to English in cross-plowed lines, something on the style 
of a young girl's love letter. Frequently, the address 
is divided—one part at each end of the envelope. The 
translator has his say in the middle of the envelope, 


: HAVE TO SOLVE.

EW people have an idea of the difficult work the 

officials and the employés of the Los Angeles post- 

Office daily grapple with in handing out and in for- 
warding the correspondence of our local Chinese colony. 
“Little China” in Los Angeles numbers about 4000. The 
Chinese send back to their families and “cousins,” 
through the postoffice, about $35,000 a month. There 
are four carriers for the Chinese district, and they make 
three deliveries each day. Almost all the letters re- 
ceived’ are addressed in Chinese characters, and in the 
Cantonese language, which is the language used in com- 
mevce. Nearly all of our Celestial merchants are from 
the Canton district. A dew of the Chinese who under- 
stand English also write that part of the address in 
English which shows its destination, and thus makes it 
easier for the postal employés. Other letters come from 
different provinces, and as nearly every one of-the nine- 
teen provinces is represented in “Little China,“ and 
each province has a different dialect, and some of them 
have several dialects, it is seen that when the mail from 
the Celestia] kingdom is spread out before them the dis- 
tributing clerks have a Chinese puzzle to unravel. The 
key to this puzzle is furnished by Postmaster Flint, who 
employs a Chinese interpreter, at his own expense. This 
interpreter understands the Cantonese commercial lan- 
guage, as it is written, also several dialects. Here he 
is confronted by a problem almost equal to some of 
those found in Euclid. The written language of a prov- 
ince is different from that of the spoken language, and, 
in many instances the Chinese who has only a surface 
learning combines the two. One of the troubles is the 
equivalent of Los Angeles, in Chinese characters. In 
writing “California,” they express it as “Gold Hills.” 
These are translated by the Chinese distributor. Not- 
withstanding these manMold difficulties there has not 
been a complaint of a lost letter within the past three or 
four years. The Chinese not being an alphabetical 
language, it is difficult to express in their characters the 
equivalent of some of our streets. The writer tries his 
free hand on Marchessault street, and the interpreter re- 
duces it to English, or as near it as possible. When the 
carrier is more than usually. puzzled he goes to the 
headquarters of the association which manages the 
affairs of Little China, where he finds a representative 
of each of the Seven Companies. Here the difficulty 
is unravelled, for all languages and dialects are spoken, 
and each member knows every one from his province, 
and where he may be found. The City Directory is also 
brought into play at the postoffice when the street and 
number are not given, just as in the case of the ‘‘Meli- 
can” who has less excuse for not giving full directions. 
The Chinese themselves aid the carriers in finding the 
one whom the carrier cannot track, such as a person of 
little consequence who has no street number, or per- 
haps does not live anywhere in particular. When a 
green Chinese arrives he is billeted upon the company 
which has control of those from his province. His name 
is there registered, and the merchants from that prov- 
ince also keep track of their countrymen. When a new 
store is opened, the carrier is so informed, and is re- 
quested to leave the letters for Wo Gun at a designated 
place. 

Chinese are very particular about opening letters. Un- 
less the person is certain that the letter is intended for 
him he will not open it. He especially desires to keep 
out of trouble with the Melican government. 


A peculiarity noticed by the carriers is that they 
never have letters dor Chinese women, though many of 
the merchants are married. Married women in the Ce- 
lestial kingdom of the City of Angels are not permitted 
to receive letters. If a Chinese woman's mother or 
other female relative in China writes to her, the letter 
must be directed to the head of the household, the hus- 
band, and it is written to him, though intended for her: 
or, it is inclosed in an envelope directed to him. This 
puts the lid on flirting at long range. In like manner, 
no letters are forwarded to women in China. When Ah 
Sin writes to his first “dear wife,“ he indites it in the 
name of the oldest male in the family. Or. when he is 
on a pleasure trip to China, he writes to his wife in 
Los Angeles in the name of his eldest son, and the letter 
is directed to him, though it be a baby. 


Under this custom, if there be no male child, the letter 
for the wife is written to the husband's mother, who 
hands over the letter to her daughter-in-law, without 
reading it, of course. 

In forwarding letters, the postoffice has less work than 
in receiving them; but the trouble is qufte sufficient. 
The translator marks “China” on the outgoing — 
and the distributing clerks look at the top of the en- 
velope, reads “China,” and throws the letter in the 
oriental box. In like manner the destination is indi- 
eated on letters dor the Celestial colonies tributary to 
Los Angeles. 

The Chinese system of directing a letter is the reverse 
from ours. They write the last line of the address at 
the top, beginning on the right, and reading down in 
vertical parallel columns. Thus: |

distributor in China looks at is the top line showing to 
what country the letter is directed. It shows “North 
America.” He look no further, and throws the letter 
in the North America box. When the letter arrives at 
any point in North America the distributor looks at the 
second line, California, and in like manner throws it in 
the California box. When the letter reaches San Fran- 
cisco, the clerk reads “Los Angeles,” and he also sends 
it on its way. The interpreter in this city looks at the 
street number and then at the name of Wun Lung. 
These are “Englished,” and placed in the box of the car- 
rier for that sect:on of Chinatown. The carrier first 
looks at the number, and when he arrives calls for Wun 
Lung. 

The postage on a letter of an ounce or less, from the 
principal sea ports in China, is one sen, which is equal 
to six and a half cents. 

Black-bordered, or mourning letters, as we know 
them, are not received in the Chinese quarter. The Chi- 
nese emblem of mourning is white. 

The Chinese receive a great many newspapers, each 
one subscribes for the principal yellow journal of his 
native province, and also of his particular town, or lo- 
cality. Some of these come tied with strings, the ad- 
dress being written, or brushed, on the margin, which 
stumps even the interpreter. But, similar instances are 
common among the “Melicans.” The Chinese, however, 
are fast learning American customs, and are improv- 
ing in their system of addressing letters.

| When the wings are folded the cut ¢eathers will not 
show. There are a few birds who will fly with these 
feathers off; with such cut-off a few more feathers in 
each wing, so the wing cannot ride the air at all. This 
latter kind of bird is extremely interesting; generally 
lay eggs with equal persistence, defy skunks and dogs 
and cats in the rearing of young, and moult with decis- 
ion, being in business nearly the entire year. 


A New Bug on the Hen. 


Mrs. Dr. Reed of Covina writes to this department 
as follows describing a couple of injurious insects on 
poultry which are new to the writer. Possibly some of 
our readers can throw some light on these new bugs in- 

festing the American business hen. If so, we would be 
pleased to hear from them: 

“The past week I have noticed on a neighbor's chick- 
ens two distinct varieties of parasites entirely new to 
| me, which gather on the fow! in colonies and cling to 
the flesh with a tenacity making it almost impossible to 
pull them off. One resembles a tick about the size of a 
pinhead which fastens itself to the body in great clus- 
ters, which burrow into the flesh and sap the vitality of 
the bird. The usual precautionary measures have been 
observed, viz., to cleanse the chicken-houses, spade up 
the yards, to apply the ordinary lice remedies, neverthe- 
less the affected fowls grew weaker and finally three of 
the birds died. After cleaning one of the houses and 
spading up the yard a number of incubator-hatched 
chicks were placed therein, which after three days 
| were also found to be infested with these ticks. Investi-

It is interesting to ask advice of experienced breeders 
concerning the cutting of wings. As a novice, I asked 
a man, who most bave had the best of sense, but must 
have had a different breed of chickens from mine. He 
told me to cut the flight feathers of only one wing, and 
explained in a matter-ofdact way that if one wing were 
cut, the bird could not fly because of lack of balance. 


His birds did not fly, but mine did. I had a six-foot | 


wire run about my birds and he a four-foot. Another 
breeder told me I had freak birds and must cut both 
wings. My bantams flew like pigeons with only one 
wing cut, and heavy Dorkings would roost ten feet bigh 
in a tree with only one wing cut. I thought it must be 
I did not know how to cut the wing scientifically, but

, body or in any manner breaking its skin or fins, as the 
fungus is a plant which springs from a spore floating in 
the water; this eagerly attacks any bruised or broken 
region of the fish and immédiately takes root, desiroy- 
ing the tissues and eating away Uke a cancer. Its rav- 
| ages can be most readily detected on the fins, especially 
| the tall, which in most specimens can be noticed in a 
frayed and hal-destroyed condition. It is a welk nigh 
incurable disease, although there are some experts who 
claim that it can be treated successfully. My own ex- 
perience is that if the fish be treated the very moment 
the first symptoms of disease are discovered, a cure may 
in most cases be effected, but even a slight delay is al- 
most always fatal. It is at all times best to remove the 
ailing fish from its fellows. 

In order to keep even a small aquariwm clean, it is 
advisable to have on hand a dew feet of small rubber 
tubing to be used as a siphon for removing excrement 
and particles of waste which gather on the bottom of 
jhe receptacle. Some sand in which the plants are 

rooted may also go out during the siphoning process, 
but it is easily replaced. 
~Live fish should not be handled directly, but trans- 
ferred from one aquarium to another by means of a 
small dip net, which is, by the way, a handy thing to 
have always near the aquarium. 

Do not let your aquarium stand in too bright a light. 
for if it does, you are very apt to be kept busy remov- 
ing the little green plant that will cover the sides of the 
lass and so obstruct a clear view of the interior. 
| Water snails will keep down a fairly active growth of 
this little plant, which, although harmless, does not add 
to the beauty or attractiveness of a small aquarium. 
The plant and animal life are so nicely balanced in my 
own little fish pond that it never becomes necessary to 
add fresh water except to offset the decrease due to 
evaporation and the usual siphoning out of waste prod- 

net. 

San Francisco has for years been the distributing 
point for the fancy and fine-bred goldfish of Japan. 
From San Francisco they have been shipped to all parts 
of the United States. It is at present a difficult matter 
to secure, at least in the West, any very choice lot of 


the wonderfully handsome little fellows with long gauze- 
like fins and tails. There are here and there a few 
rather heavy cross-bred specimens, and perhaps an ade- 
quate supply of the plain variety, but the fancier who 
has even a very few of the nobles among goldfish is 
fortunate. Recently in the grounds of a well-Known 
hotel in Riverside, among a small colony of plain gold- 
fishes, I came across a gold and black-mottled fellow 
that has a magnificently well-developed caudal fin or 
tall. Although perfectly plain and straight, that tall 
is a wonder, and I wish an equally festive-looking gold- 
fish were a companion to my solitary beauty, 

Another beautiful aquarium specimen which can be 
kept in a small enclosure in the Paradise fish. It is, 
However, a pugnacious little individual and very tre- 
quently develops a vicious habit of picking out its 
neighbor's eyes, a practice which does not readily lend 
itsek to kindly relationships between closely-confined 
specimens of this fish. The most ‘interesting habit of 
| the Paradise Fish is its nest construction. This con- 
| sists of a bunch of tiny air bubbles floating on the sur- 
, face and held together by a gelatinous fluid. Inside or 
beneath this floating capsule, the eggs are deposited and 
there hatch. The Paradise fish is a beautiful creature. 
and the breeding male is well worthy of the admiration 
which his brilliant color is sure to call forth. 

Another, not very widely-known, specimen, which 
with proper care does well in the small aquarium is 
what is commonly known as the “top minnow.” This 
is a tiny fish, but an active, carnivorous fellow. Re- 
cently a shipment of them was taken from the south 
central part of the United States and, accompanied by 
attendant, transplanted to Hawaiian waters for the pur- 
pose of destroying mosquito larvae. Late reports stote 
| that they are propagating rapidly and attacking the lar- 
vae in their usual aggressive fashion. 

There is only one way to learn about fish, and that is 
by study. If you are so fortunate as to have any (or 

pets, remember that as captives and dependents they 
are at least entitled to your thoughtful care and atten- 
tion.

‘Superior Figs. 


H. TAFT, the fig and grape specialist of Sawtelle 
„ has been sending out some excellent specimens of the 
Kadota fig this fall, and has favored the Chamber of 
Commerce exhibit with samples of this fine fig. I do not 
know of a vari@ty nearly so delicious as the Kadota. It 
is a good producer, vigorous and easily grown, the fruit 
never souring on the tree—a fault of no mean proportion 
among the white figs of Southern California. There are 
some very poor dried figs upon the markets of Los An- 
geles this season, as well as those of splendid quality, 
and one is obliged to buy upon the brand to secure even 
tolerable fruit. If growers would be more particular in 
the varieties they plant, figs would become very much 
more popular and profitable. The Taft fig is the best I 
have seen and worthy a trial by every one who wishes 
the fresh fruit in his garden. . 


Spraying Time. 

N HOSE who have young deciduous orchards troubled 
T with San Jose. scale should spray their trees about 
the last week of October, or as soon as the leaves are 
off the trees. Use six pounds of potash to 100 gallons of 
water, with care that all parts of the trees are reached. 
The female scale now upon the orchards will soon die, 
leaving the impression that the scale has disappeared. 
It is not so, however, for they leave a gravid progeny to 
winter over and begin propagating next season. If this 
method of treatment is followed and the trees are given 
a spraying in the spring with lime—sulphur—ealt the. 
scale may be subdued. It is a fact that the San Jose 
scale is being parasitized to a controlling degree in the 
older orchards, but the time has not arrived when entire 
dependance can be placed in the work of beneficial in- 
sects upon the prenicious scale. . 


State Convention.

the Secretary of the State Horticultural Commission hav- 
ing announced the place and date in the usual way.

Destructive Moles. 
B. S., of San Gabriel writes that the common mole 
G. is so prevalent in some of the yards that a lawn is 
becoming impossible. It will be news to many readers 
that the mole is found in California, as there are exten- 
sive sections where none have ever been seen. “We have 
tried drowning them with hose, poison, traps and smoth- 
ering with carbon bisulphid, and all without results. 
Each morning discloses a new section of the lawn tora 
up, and you will confer a great favor @ you will suggest 
a remedy for the evil.” Trapping with a spear trap fs 
successful in Tilinois. Submerging a large tin can partly 
filled with water, at a broken place in the run-way is 
recommended. Perhaps the gentleman used - polsoned 
vegetables when poisoned meat should have been tried, as 
moles are carnivorous, or at least insectiovorous in their 
diet. Fortunately moles are not generally distributed in 
California on account of the scarcity of insect food in the 
soll. This is the first time I have heard complaint of the 
depredations of this animal, here, though it is a bad pest 
in the regions of the middle west. If any one of the 
readers of The Times have had experience in extermin- 
ating moles I am sure we shal! hear from him. 


Typhoid Fever. ‘ 
N THE authority of Dr. L. O. Howard, typhoid fever 
is pronounced, specifically, a disease of the farm and 

small village. While it is true that this disease prevails 

to some extent in the cities, the attacks have often been 
traced to contaminated milk, the return of the people in 
the autumn from less sanitary districts and other causes 
clearly traceable to rural sources. In case, however, the 
city’s water supply becomes infected at its source with 
fevef germs there is-no escape from an infection that 
sometimes discounts any scourse of similar character in 
the rural districts. a the couniry 


city, upon the work of the health office which in all 
well-regulated cities is usually most efficient. 


Intelligent farmers are rapidly lessening the liability of 
typhoid by the adoption of hygienic methods, by screen- 
windows and doors and by looking after all the con- 
itions that may, if neglected lead to an outbreak of this 
disease. Dr. Howard places especial emphasis upon the 
liability of the common house fly to distribute the germs 
of this fever, charging the outside box-closet as the prin- 
cipal agent through which the files gather and then scat- 
ter contamination. This can be remedied by deep, dark 
vaults, the use of chloride of lime and the extermination 
of the fly. Los Angeles city has taken measures to les- 
sen the danger of fruit infection from flies by requiring 
the fruit boxes to be covered with netting. This measure is 
not strictly observed, but consumers may assist in its 
observance by refusing to purchase from fruit merchants 
who do not observe this common sense protection. 
While statistics show that the average supply of well 
water, especially from shallow sources is more impure 
than that of large streams and city conduits, those who 
use water from the “dead ends” of city pipe lines should 
beware of typhoid, as we have several cases of infection 
from this source now in the city. 


Nature’s Fair Adjustment, 


| HOSE who have had to do with fighting the black 
scale in Southern California all these years and 
have given the matter careful Study are giving the latest 
parasite credit for immense assistance, yet In a way 
searcely thought of by the introducers of the so-called 
African fly. The scutellista has not assumed control of 
the scale as so fondly hoped by the growers. But it has 
cut off the straggling broods of scale and bunched the 
development into narrower seasonal bounds. Thi’ gives 
the fumigator a much clearer field, with an even hatch 
{and an even growth of the pests in their development. 
With the perfection of artificial methods of insect con- 
trol and the natural taste of the parasites we may be 
able to play one force against another with final suc- 
cess, like a new method of mosquito control, said to 
be in effect in some portions of the country.

Powell Investigation Continues. 


N THE study of citrus fruit transportation the De- 

partment of Agriculture proposes to follow up the 
work of the past two years by continuing Mr. G. Har- 
old Powell in the field till the investigations have been 
thoroughly concluded. I have just received a letter from 
Mr. Powell, in which he promises to be on hand at the 
proper time to resume the work. It is not flattery to 
Say that he and his associates have made a fine record 
in this field, literally rolling up their sleeves and doing 
things that have counted far toward permanent improve- 
ments in our methods of handling citrus fruits. One 
may readily see, from the »ork of this band of investt- 
gators, why the farmers are ecomiug so enthusiastic 
toward their department of the United States govern- 
ment. The specialists which constitute the group of 
investigators under Mr. Powell 
ablest to be found anywhere in this line of work. Mr. 
Powell writes as follow: 

“ft have meant to drop you a lime for some little time 
to say that we are making provision for a considerable 
extension of our citrus fruit transportation investiga- 
tions the coming year. We have added three able special- 
istg to our staff, one, Mr. H. J. Bustace, a pathologist 
from New York State Experiment Station, who is an ex- 
pert on the development of the diseases that attack 
fruits in storage or in transit, Mr. G. W. Hosford. who 
‘was connected with the Cornell University faculty, and 
Mr. S. J. Dennis of the Leland Stanford faculty, a me- 
chanical engineer, who will look after certain technical 
phases of the transportation and storage work. During 
the coming season we shall check up all of the work of 
the last two years, and shall extend it into several new 
fields, which I will be glad to discuss with you on reach- 
ing California sometime during the winter.

The Easter Lily. 


HE Bermuda onion, Bermuda potatoes, and Bermuda 

arrowroot are famous the world over; all kinds of 
tropical fruit grow and flourish in abundance, and twen- 
ty years ago the late General Hastings of Massachusetts 
took the oath of allegiance to England, as the colonial 
laws required, before he could become a freeholder. He 
at once began propagating the Easter lily, and made a 
fortune out of the venture before other islanders woke 
up to the possibilities of their fertile soil, Pioneer 
Hastings created a market in the United States dor this 
delicate, glorious flower, tons of which are delivered 
annually throughout the North and the Easter services 
and holiday festivities. The General erected: a winter 
palace, a royal and magnificent villa upon spacious, 
commanding grounds fronting the waters of the Sound. 
Here he entertained like a prince, for his taste was in 
this direction, with plenty of money to indulge his 
fancy. The name on the gate posts entrance to the 
grounds is “Sonci,” the home, with its matchless winter 
gardens, its fish ponds, spanned by artistic stone bridges, 
its black forest of trees, oleanders, magnolia, tamarind 
and the like, and the hanging nests of the red bird, 
contribute to make this green spot a veritable fairyland. 
This summer paradise is only one among the many along 
the renowned Serpentine road. 


Control of Weeds. 


HEREVER a practical system of rotation is fol- 
lowed the fight with weeds is forgotten. Rotation 


consists of systematic alternation on each field, of the | 


three general classes of fleld crops, grains, clovers or 
grasses and cultivated crops. The object is to produce 
the grain, pasture and forage needed on the farm at the 
least expense of labor and fertility. Grass crops afford 
weeds a very poor chance to produce seed as they grow 
thickly and ripen for hay earlier than most of the weeds 
produce seeds. If the land is foul with weeds a culti- 
vated crop should by all means be put in and continued 
until the land is clean. Clover crops enrich the soil and 
leave it in good mechanical condition. The succeeding 
crops grow heavier and more rapidly, thus giving the 
weeds less chance than on poorer soil. K the land is 
reasonably free of weeds from one to four grain crops 
may follow the hay crop. A cultivated crop should then 
be introduced to again clean up the land and to prepare 
the soil for the next grass crop.—[Denver Field and 
Farm. 


Make a Lawn Now! 


FALL sown lawn has a much better chance of suc- 
ceeding than one sown in the spring. Lime is a very 


good fertilizer dor grass. The reason that there is a 
blue grass region in Kentucky is because it is also a 


limestone region. The best method of procuring lime 
for use on the lawn is to purchase from a local dealer 
in the spring a sufficient quantity of new lime. This 
should be placed in the cellar of the dwelling in bar- 
rels which should be only half filled or partly fill some 
boxes. As the lime absorbs moisture from the air it 
Will help to keep the cellar dry during the summer, and 
by Call the lime will became thoroughly slacked. Apply 
this air-slacked lime to the lawn, any time after the 
ground has frozen, at the rate of one bushel to each 
thousand square feet of lawn, or at the rate of forty 
bushels to the acre. Lime sweetens soll, and if it is ap- 
plied each year will rid the lawn of many plants that 
thrive in sour soil, sueh as moss and sorrel. It is not 
advisable to top-dress a lawn with any kind of stable 
manure, they all contain weed seeds. Bone meal is just 
as cheap and more lasting in effect.—[W. R. S., in Oc- 
tober Garden Magazine. 

Bulb Culture in a Nutshell. - 

8 a rule bulbs prefer a light, well drained,: moder- 

ately rich soil, a winter mulch, an annual top dress- 
ing of manure during the growing season and no manure 
at all at planting time. Fresh manure must never be 
used in bulb beds and even well decomposed manure 
must be six inches below the bulbs or it will burn the 
roots. If your soil is not rich enough manure it heavily 
and grow other plants in it for a year before you plant 
the bulbs. All permanent bulb beds should be fed an- 
ually. A good way is to bay a complete fertilizer. This 
avoids unpleasant sights and smells. | 

Dig your blub beds at least dourteen inches deep. If 

the soil is heavy, throw it out and replace with good 
soll, or put a layer of stones at the bottom for drain- 
age. If there is stagnant water at the base of a blub the 
roots are likely to rot off. Therefore, the safest way is 
to put a handful of sand or fine coal ashes under each 
one. | 
Perhaps the way to plant blubs best is with a dibble, 
which is not objectionable when the soil is in perfect 
condition. Another way is to make a marker by driving 
nails into a board to which a long handle is attached. 
By this device you can insure mathematica) accuracy in 
depth and distances, The wholesale way to do it is to 
excavate the bed to the desired depth; prepare a perfect- 
ly smooth floor, mark and plant. The rule is to cover 
bulbs one and one-half times their own depth, but lilies 
should be planted about three times their own depth. 
The maximum depths in the table are for permanent 
beds and for soil in perfect condition.

Qualities of Ozone. 


HEN lightning strikes the earth or an object near 

its surface, a person in the vicinity at once perceives 
a peculiar, so-called “sulphureous” odor, which must be- 
long to something developed in the atmosphere by elec- 
tricity. The smell may be noticed in a room in which 
an electrical machine has been for some time in vigorous 
action. The substance which is thus produced is termed 
ozone, from a Greek word signifying to smell. It ts 
a colorless gas, possessing most remarkable qualities, 
and is of the highest importance to agricultural science, 
although our knowledge of it is exceedingly imperfect. 
Ozone is not known in a pure state tree from other 
bodies; but hitherto has only been obtained mixed with 
several times its weight of air or oxygen. It is entirely 
insoluble in water. It has, when breathed, an irritating 
action on the lungs, and excites coughing, like chlorine 
gas. Small animals are shortly destroyed in an atmos- 
phere charged with it. It is itself instantly destroyed by 
a heat considerably below that of redness. 


The special character of ozone that is of interest in 
connection with questions of agriculture is its oxidizing 
power. Silver is a metal which totally refuses to com- 
bine with oxygen under ordinary circumstances, as 
shown by its maintaining its brillancy without symptoms 
of tarnish or rust when exposed to pure air at common 
or greatly elevated temperatures. When a slip of mois- 
tened silver is placed in a vessel the air of which is 
charged with ozone, the metal after no long time be- 
comes coated with a black crust, and at the same time 
the ozone disappears. By the application of a gentle 
heat to the blackened silver, ordinary oxygen gas es- 
capes and the slip recovers its ordinary silvery color. 
Indirectly, ozone is of great significance in our theory 
of vegetable nutrition, inasmuch as it is the cause of 
chemical changes which are of the highest importance 
in maintaining the life of plants.

66 REEDOM Crom Uric Acid and How to Obtain It” 
is the title of a pamphlet sent to the editor by 
the author, Dr. Alexander Haig, of London, who 

has earned a world-wide reputation as the leading pro- 

ponent of the non-uric acid food dietary. In his open- 
ing, the author says: 

“The title of this paper does not, of course, mean that 
absolute freedom from uric acid can be secured, for this 
is impossible. Roughly speaking, every one forms, day 
by day, about one grain of uric acid for every twelve 
pounds of body weight, this being a necessity of life. 
The ¢reedom of which I speak is comparative, and may 
be obtained by excreting this quantity daily and regu- 
larly, so that none of it accumulates in the system, and 
by cutting off all uric acid from external sources, 30 
that there may be none to collect in various organs, and 
thus form a focus of retention, both for the uric acid 
introduced, and for that formed in the body.” 

The author admits that underfeeding is a simple way 
of reducing uric acid, but says it is a dangerous plan, 
and should not be continued beyond a short period. He 
believes the adult must take the body weight in pounds 
and multiply by nine to get the grains of albumen that 
he should consume daily. This would make three 
ounces for a man of 160 pounds—twice as much as nec- 
essary, the editor believes, for brain workers. He does 
not agree with Prof. Chittenden or Horace Fletcher, and 
says that when he saw Mr. Fletcher some years ago his 
blood color was defective and circulation slow. On 
the other hand, in the World’s Work for March, Isaac F. 
Marcosson said of Mr. Fletcher: “He was ruddier and 
healthier-looking than when I saw him two years ago. 
At 56 his step is springy, his eye clear, and his capacity 
for work prodigious. He rarely goes to bed before mid- 
night; he is often at work by 5 in the morning. It may 
be that Mr. Fletcher is somewhat inclined to overdo the 
good idea of thorough mastication, just as, unfortu- 
nately, most hygienic reformers are inclined to overdo 
their specialties, but for one who overchews a million 
underchew. 

Dr. Haig believes that those who undereat will be 
subject to attacks from microbes, of which he specially 


mentions those of boils and carbuncles, that of diphthe- | 


ria and that of tuberculosis. This is all right, but the 
question is: What is underfeeding? The editor be- 


lievesShat Prof. Chittenden is correct, and Dr. Haig be- 


lieves he is not. He says: “The right course is to se- 
cure just that quantity of nourishment which will keep 
the circulation normal and the blood color at the high- 
est attainable level.” True (or you, doctor, but what 
is that quantity? On that point “doctors differ.” It 
must, of course, depend largely on the temperature of 
the air, and the weight and occupation of a person. 


Brain workers require not more than half the amount 


of food consumed by those doing hard physical labor. 

Apart from food, Dr. Haig goes on to say that we must 
live warmly. “Live a fairly active life so as to get rid 
of a certain quantity of the acid products of combustion 
through the excretions from the skin.” In regard to 
warmth versus ¢resh air, he says: 

“There are some who believe it is so important to 
get fresh air that they must of necessity expose them- 
selves to cold in its pursuit; but this is an opinion which 
I by no means share. Fresh air is said to be productive 
of a large number of good things, including splendid 
blood color, but, as a matter of fact, if people live on the 
right diet, they can maintain the best of blood color in 
London, and under conditions of ventilation which some 
eatremists would possibly characterize as defective, for 
the truth is that uric acid controls the condition of the 
blood, and a little extra oxygen of the air (though it is, 
of course, a prime necessity of life) affects it only to a 
small extent. I hope no one will misunderstand me; I 
would say to every one—by all means get all the fresh 
air you can, but do not imagine that good can be se- 
cured by exposing yourself to cold for the purpose. Far 
more harm will be done by expose yourself to cold 
than will be gained from any good the slightly fresher 
air will do you. It is quite true that oxygen is a neces- 
sity, but only one-twentieth or one-thirtieth more oxy- 
gen is obtained by flooding a room with cold air, and 
such a fractional addition does little good. While, if 
the cold air causes the retention in the body of uric 
acid in the winter, that uric acid, coming through the 
blood next spring, will produce far more anemia than 
would have resulted if the cold air had been excluded 
and the room properly warmed in the cold weather. It 
Often appears in these matters that people neglect the 
essential and pay an enormous amount of attention to 
minor points, not only in the matter of which I am 
speaking, but through the whole of life and in great 
things as in small. 

“I, therefore (as I say,) clothe warmly; I live in warm 
rooms, and, though 1 gain all the fresh air possible, I 
refuse to live in the open air in the cold weather, look- 
ing upon this exposure to cold as a greater evil than a 
small diminution in the supply of oxygen can possibly 
be. In the same way it is a wrong course to take a 
morni cold bath, which not only chills temporarily, 
but for some hours afterward. This cold comes exactly

same action; they all clear the blood of uric acid and 
cause its retention.” 

The editor regards this as dubious, and indeed a dan- 
gerous doctrine. One of the greatest needs of civilized 
man, in order to insure good health and long life, is 
to harden himseM, first internally, by adopting a simple 
non-stimulating diet, and then externally, by breathing 
fresh air night and day, accustoming himself to ex- 
tremes of temperature, exposing his body to the air and 
sun, and bathing in streams, ponds and the ocean. All 
this, be it remembered, to be done gradually, according 
to the growing resistance power of the patient. What 
the civilized human race is suffering from nowadays is 
not too much fresh air, or too much cold, but too much 
coddling. 

Dr. Haig says: 

“A much better standard than this has since been at- 
tained with the knowledge that the previous call for the 
bracing action of cold, dor tonics, and for the spur of 
stimulants, was nothing but a result of the collaemic 
condition produced by unnatural food, and the simple 
object now is to be and remain so well that none of 
these adventitious aids are ever required.” 

If abstention from flesh foods should have the effect 
of leading people to shun the bracing action of cold, 
then the editor would say keep on eating meat. But it 
don’t. 

After reading the above, it is not surprising to learn 
that Dr. Haig admits being obliged, in addition to his 
precautions against cold, to take some alkali every day, 
during the cold season of the year, “as it is practically 
impossible for me in normal conditions to live a natural 
active life.” But why take soda as a mineral, in which 
form it cannot be utilize by the body? Why not find 
his sodium in fruits and green vegetables? If the wor- 
thy doctor would harden his body to all kinds of tem- 
perature, and take a cold sponge every morning, he 
would soon be able to be content with the alkali found 
in a mealy baked potato, which further on he says he 
eats three times a day, for the sake of the alkali con- 
tents. On the other hand, he avoids an excess of ¢ruit, 
claiming that the acids of the fruit have, at least for a 
time, an action exactly the reverse of that of the po- 
tato, causing the retention of uric acid in the body, and 
if taken in cold weather produce a store of this sub- 
stance. He eats them in reasonable quantities in sum- 
mer, as sauces to the foods, but abstains from them alto- 
gether in winter. On the other hand, the editor believes 
that a person who lives entirely on fresh fruits, nuts 
and salads will be more free of uric acid than one liv- 
ing on any other dietary. At the same time, Dr. Haig 
is doubtless correct in saying that fresh fruits are a 
summer food. As for us, in Southern California, it is 
summer all the year round. .

cotts became eloquent in praise of an herb diet. A | 


writer says: 
“Glass sanitariums were established at Luebeck and 


Bonn, and arranged in a way to keep the temperature, 
winter and summer, in the close neighborhood of eighty 
degrees Fahrenheit. Sunshine was admitted by count- 
less windows, and there was not much shade; bat, as the 
patients were rather light dressed, the degree of warmth 
was not supposed to affect their comfort. 

“Diet, diversions, opportunities Zor exercise, were all 
that could be desired, ut the boarders succumbed to 
liver diseases and dysente: y—killed by the domestic ar- 
rangements as surely as if they had been inoculated with 


typhoid germs.” 
Dr. F. L. Oswald, writing some time ago in Good 


Health, said: 

“Many people, when cold weather comes, hide away in 
their wind-proof houses, thoroughly barricaded against 
fresh air. Under such circumstances the power to make 
heat diminishes, and they are afraid to come in contact 
with cold air, because they have coddled themselves too 
much as the cold weather has come on. When à person 
is in that condition, his vitality is lowered, his resistance 
weakened, and he is an easy prey to disease. 

“On the other hand, cold is a vitalizer of tremendous 
consequence. There is no tonic so good as contact with 
The body rallies its forces to repel the cold, 
which it recognizes as dangerous. 
stronger and more full of energy after the application 
of cold. It is because of the resistance which the body 
makes against the cold. It is worth while to lose a little 
heat when by this loss the vital forces are rallied.” 

The editor agrees entirely with these. opinions of Dr. 
Oswald. 

Dr. Haig excuses himself for taking a drug, by ex- 
plaining that it is impossible to lead a natural lde under 
the unnatural conditions prevailing in England. A 
rather weak excuse, it seems, for a hygienic reformer. 

The doctor properly states that salt introduces a 
powerful mineral acid into the body, which tends to the 
retention of uric acid, so he takes little or no salt. 

In concluding this interesting pamphlet. Dr. Haig 


says: 

“We may recapitulate e points here brought for- 
ward, by saying,that the greatest freedom from uric 
acid is obtained by introducing none, and by passing 
out each day, regularly and punctually, all that is 
formed in the body, and that this regularity of excretion 
may be attained by clothing warmly, by avoiding ex-

Hygienic Laws of Moses. 


S ¢requently mentioned, the editor finds that, in the 
main, the laws of Moses, relating to diet, are based 
on sound hygienic truths. Such, for instance, as that 
forbidding milk and meat together, and the proscribing 
of the hog. There are, however, a few, the meaning of 
which, from a hygienic point of view, is not plain, such 
as the proscribing of the rabbit, a clean feeding animal. 
The editor wrote about this to Rabbi Emil Hirsch, of 
Chicago, who is regarded as the leading Hebrew author- 
ity in America. The following reply, signed “J. Hirsch,” 
has been received: 

“As Dr. Hirsch is absent in Europe, I shall try to 
give you the information requested in your favor of the 
13th. Though I am not a rabbi, and my knowledge of 
the subject is only that of the non-professional, I be- 
lieve that it is correct. 

“The so-called dietary laws do not specify any partic- 
ular animals by name as ‘kosher,’ or clean, but limit the 
animal food allowed to the species that have cloven 
hoofs and that ruminate. Both qualifications are re- 
quired. The rabbit, not being cloven-hoofed, is there- 

ws. 

“One of the deepest thinkers among the modern Jew- 
ish philosophers has reasoned that those laws were 
largely intended to represent the character of the then 
existing Jewish nation. The animals thus selected as 
food are all non-aggressive, and but little able to de- 
fend themselves against the attacks of carnivorous ani- 
mals. Thus the Jew should not be aggressive. 

“I judge the above will be sufficient to answer your 
question, but if not, then please again address your in- 
quiry to Dr. Hirsch on his return, about the end of 
September.” 

This is an explanation that does not explain, from a 
hygienic point of view. . 

One Jewish authority of whom the editor inquired on 

this subject said that the meat of the rabbit is close and 
indigestible. On the contrary, the editor has found the 
flesh of a young cottontai] to be as readily digestible as 
that of a young chicken. Perhaps Rabbi Hirsch may 
be able to throw light op the subject when he returns 
from Furope. Otherwise, we shall have to admit that, 

. from a hygienic point of view, there are limitations to 
the laws of Moses—who was one of the wisest men that 
ever lived. 

The following communication has been received from 
Howard Pealing of Sawtelle: 


“Some weeks ago you stated that the Jews killed 
their animals for meat with the minimum amount of 
pain. Any one conversant with the facts know that the 
Jewish method of butchery is brutal in the extreme, and 
should be prohibited by law. The following extract 
from a special correspondent of the National Tribune, 
writing from the Chicago packing-houses, if anything, 
draws it very mild: 

They were “koshering” cattle the morning I was 
there. Don't look in the dictionary—that is my own 
word. The word ‘kosher’ applies to the special method 
of killing cattle for the Jewish trade, and it is heathen- 
ish. The poor beast is yanked up by one leg and held 
there, bellowing madly, while the attendant puts a cruel 

pronged hood in the animal’s mouth and twists its head 
back, holding it for several minutes until the rabbi who 
is looking and the ‘cutthroat’ is ready for business. The 
beast is then yanked up till his head is free from the 
floor, and the sharp knife is drawn across its throat.’ 


“Again, you now and then remind your readers that 
the Jew is healthier, stronger and not so prone to dis- 
ease as the Anglo-Saxon. It is altogether owing to the 
environment. That the Jew will live and thrive in lo- 
cations where others die off like sheep, I admit.

The fact that the Jew is able to thrive under condi- 
tions that would be deadly to a Caucasian go to confirm 
what the editor has said in regard to the remarkable 
vitality of the Jewish race. In some respects, doubtless, 
this is a case of the survival of the fittest, as in the case 
of the Chinese, those less able to endure in the struggle 
for existence having been weeded out. 

It is a well attested fact that the Jews are free from 
many diseases that afflict*the races among whom they 
dwell. For instance, it is said that a case of cancer 
was never known among orthodox Jews. This is doubt- 
less due to compliance with the hygienic laws of Moses. 
As the younger generation of Jews begin to cease to 
follow those laws, we may expect that they will acquire 
diseases that afflict the Gentiles. 3

Fatty Foods. 

HE DIBTETic AND HYGIENIC GAZETT, of New 

York, recently had an article in regard to the much 
neglected subject of the food value of fats and oils. So 
far, the article is all right, but a publication devoted to 
dietetics and hygiene should surely know better than 
to confine its remarks about fat to the fat of swine, and 
other animals, when there is available pure vegetable | 
oils, in the shape of olive oil, also ripe olives and nuts 
and—somewhat less desirable—the oi! of cottonseed, | 
peanuts, sunflower, and other products of the soil. | 

Intelligence should, however, be used in consuming | 
oils and fats, as otherwise they are likely to disagree | 
with digestive organs that are not very robust. A dis- 
patch from Redlands recently noted that“ an order for 
olive oll had been received from a physician of King Ed- 
ward, of England, Sir Thomas Barlow. It is said that, , 
when a reigning beauty asked Sir Thomas what she 
should take for her complexion, he replied: 


“Take olive ofl. Live on it, live in it, live with it 
eat it, drink it, dress your food with it and don't do 
without it—lubricate your system.” 

This is both extravagant and misleading. As men- 
tioned several times of late, in this department, oil 
should not be consumed “straight.” In this shape it is 
a “free fat,” in which form, as shown by investigations 
made by Prof. Pawlow of St. Petersburg, it interferes 
with the formation of hydrochloric acid, and so retards 
digestion. Possibly, in the case of those who are trou- 
bled with hyperpepsia—an excess of hydrochloric acid— 
it may be permissible, but this condition may be better 
helped in other ways. | 

The best way to take oil is in the shape of nuts, which 


a nut, but a legume, like peas and beans, and is less 
desirable than the true nut. The yolk of eggs is over | 
20 per cent. fat—notwithstanding Miss Sophie Leppel 
of London insists that the egg contains no fat. In ad- 
dition to these sources of oil, pure olive oil may be 
beaten up thoroughly with tomato juice, and eaten with | 
salad or, as previously suggested, may be made into a 
mayonnaise dressing. Nuts may also be made into a 
cream or a butter. 

Oil is always strongly recommended for the tubercu- 
lous, which is good, but be k remembered that tubercu- 
lous patients almost always have a weak digestion. In 
tact, the disease begins with poor digestion. Therefore, 
it is exceedingly foolish to attempt to force immense 
amounts of fat into their stomachs. Such a course will 
inevitably result in malnutrition, disgust and relapse. | 
Reference was made in this department, recently, to an 
extraordinary statement in a hygienic publication, in 
which two pounds of olive oil daily was recommended, | 
as a substitute for four pounds of butter, in the case of 
consumptives. Commenting upon such an amazing 
statement as this is altogether superfluous. 


While on this subject a few words may appropriately | 
be said in regard to substitutes for olive oil, which is 
too expensive for general use in cooking by persons of | 
moderate means, although they may be able to afford it 
for their mayonnaise salad dressing. The principal sub- 
stitute used to take the place of oil in this country is 
cottonseed oil, derived ¢rom a substance that was for- 
merly thrown away as worthless. This is extensively 
used in the South, where it can be purchased for about 
30 cents a gallon, or about one-tenth of what olive oil 
costs here. It is largely used to adulterate the cheaper 
grades of olive ofl. The chief drawback to this oil is 
that it contains a gummy substance, which renders it 
somewhat indigestible. A leading olive grower of | 
Southern California, now deceased, also called the at-

The Road to Fame. 
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T SOME OF THE BEGINNINGS OF 
2 GREAT CAREERS IN ART. 
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From London Tit-Bits. 2 
i EW things are more interesting in the lives of 
1 great artists than the stories of how they dridted 


1 into the profession which they adorn. 

As a boy, W. P. Frith, the great Academician, had no 
marked leanings toward art; in fact, when his father 
| suggested that he should “go to London and learn to be 
＋ real artist,” he answered, “I don't much care about it 
“Vd much rather be an auctioneer.” “I remember per- 
.fectly,” he says, “the deed which determined my future 
‘calling. One evening I asked for a pen and paper to 
‘copy the engraving of a dog. My motive, I freely con 
fess, was merely to get an additional hour before going 
(to bed; but my parents were so delighted with the sketch 
that not only was I presented with sixpence, but from 
that moment and on such evidence I was regarded as 
the genius of the family, and my schoolmasters were in- 
formed that all other learning must be considered sec- 
ondary to this great gift.“ 


In contrast to Mr. Frith, Marcus Stone, R. A., declares

that he had the impulse to be a painter almost (rom the 


first moment of his life. His father was an artist of 
fame, and Mr. Stone began his own brilliant career, at 
the mature age of four, by covering a white mantelpiece 
with drawings. So precocious was the budding Acade- 
mician that his first picture was seen on the Academy 
walls when the artist was a boy of 17. 


Sir Lawrence Alma-Tadema was another indant prod- 
igy whose first efforts in art were made at the age of 4:
